This  life  in  the 
Northwest  is  certainly  a  great  life  for  all  of  us!”  (Exit). 


Every  important  organization  employs  some  one  to  write  a  history  of  its 
progress.  Every  class  that  has  graduated  from  our  school  has  had  a  class 
historian  to  chronicle  its  achievements.  We  are  only  following  precedent, 
therefore,  in  leaving  our  record  on  the  pages  of  “  1  he  Pines. 

It  was  four  years  ago,  in  the  fall  of  1920,  to  he  exact,  that  we  entered  the 
corridors  of  the  Central  High  School,  and  made  our  way  up  the  long  stairs  to 
the  assembly  room,  known  as  room  I,  where  we  classified  as  freshmen  and 
were  enrolled  as  members  of  T.  C.  H.  S. 

What  changes  four  short  years  have  wrought  in  styles  for  high  school 
youths!  The  girls  had  their  hair  arranged  in  long  braids  and  curls,  while  the 
boys  parted  their  locks  on  the  right  side,  and  combed  them  down  to  an  angle 
of  65  degrees  one  inch  above  the  left  eyebrow.  The  boys  wore  knickers  and 
square  toed  shoes — the  girls  were  clad  in  simple  ginghams  and  laced  boots. 

We  differed  from  the  upper  classmen  in  that  we  were  characterized  by  a 
zeal  for  learning.  In  fact,  so  rapidly  did  we  lap  up  the  knowledge  presented  to 
us.  that  one  of  the  teachers  often  said,  “It  is  almost  impossible  to  keep  those 
freshmen  busy."  Our  English  themes  quite  astonished  the  teachers.  Many 
of  the  students  stayed  after  school  to  solve  algebra  problems.  A  few  members 
even  shed  tears  over  their  Latin  conjugations. 

We  chose  to  guide  us  during  that  momentous  year,  Willard  Petertyl, 
president;  Mary  Lawton,  secretary,  and  Edward  Furtsch,  treasurer.  As  a 
representative  to  the  Older  Boys  Conference,  we  sent  Philip  McAllister.  We 
were  far  too  busy  establishing  a  reputation  for  scholarship  during  our  fresh¬ 
man  year  to  enter  into  any  of  the  activities  of  the  higher  classmen. 

But  the  fall  of  1921  found  us  more  sophisticated.  Styles  also  had  changed 
and  the  girls  looked  quite  saucy  with  their  bobbed  hair  and  abbreviated  skirts 
while  the  boys  in  pompadours  and  long  trousers  tried  their  best  to  appear  at 
ease.  We  no  longer  caught  on  “bobs"  to  and  from  shcool  but  walked  along 
the  streets  in  a  very  dignified  manner,  in  groups  of  two’s  and  three’s. 

1  was  that  year  our  class  began  its  social  activities.  Our  hearts  were 
filled  with  joy  when  we  were  told  we  might  have  a  class  party.  Since  that 
time  we  have  given  other  parties  that  were  more  expensive  and  more  brilliant, 
but  none  which  gave  us  the  thrill  our  first  high  school  party  produced.  We 
also  distinguished  ourselves  in  declamation  this  year  and  the  Sophomore  girls 
joined  with  the  Senior  girls  in  a  club  known  as’  the  Senior-Sophomore  Girls’ 
Club. 

Athletics,  too,  claimed  out  attention  this  year.  A  number  of  the  bovs  went 
<>ut  tor  football  and  basketball  and  several  of  the  girls  found  places  on  the 
girls'  basketball  team. 

Fhe  officers  chosen  for  that  year  were  :  Willard  Petertyl,  president ;  Ruth 
Raub,  vice-president ;  Lucille  Amiotte,  secretary,  and  Charles  Thompson, 
treasurer. 


I  line  passed  swiftly,  and  the  fall  of  '23  saw  us  enrolled  as  juniors.  Our 
class  organized  soon  after  school  began  with  the  following  officers :  Edmund 
Dean,  president;  James  Blackman,  vice-president;  Camilla  Perrin,  treasurer, 
and  Margaret  Wheelock,  secretary. 

Early  in  the  year  we  chose  class  rings  and  pins,  and  pride  in  the  possession 
of  these  symbols  increased  our  class  and  school  spirit.  Many  social  events 
were  sponsored  by  us  as  Juniors,  but  the  culminating  social  success  of  the  year 
was  the  J-Hop  which  was  voted  “the  best  ever.” 

It  seems  but  yesterday  that  we  assembled  in  the  corridors  of  one  of  the 
finest  and  most  up-to-date  high  school  buildings  in  Northern  Michigan  and 
assumed  the  prerogatives  of  Seniors.  We  have  worked  under  almost  ideal 
conditions  this  year  and  the  time  has  passed  quickly,  profitably,  and  happily 
for  all  of  us. 

Our  officers  this  year  are :  Floyd  Reynolds,  president ;  Rolland  Rennie, 
vice-president;  Ruth  Raub,  secretary,  and  Edward  Furtsch,  treasurer. 

In  football,  basketball  and  track,  members  of  our  class  won  particular 
distinction,  and  surely,  no  one  will  ever  forget  the  ‘‘hot  dogs”  sold  by  the  girls 
of  the  Senior  class  at  the  Athletic  Park  during  the  progress  of  the  football 
games. 

Socially,  too,  we  have  been  very  active.  Several  successful  dancing  par¬ 
ties  were  given  in  the  new  gym,  at  frequent  intervals  during  the  wintr.  The 
character  of  the  well  known  Christmas  chapel  was  changed  this  year,  instead 
of  giving  presents,  as  has  always  been  the  custom,  a  very  fine  program  by 
members  of  the  faculty  and  under  graduates  was  given.  The  Senior  Carnival 
was  given  Feb.  9  and  presented  many  new  features.  Feb.  27  the  comic 
operetta,  “Pocahontas,”  given  by  the  music  department,  was  sponsored  by  the 
Senior  Class.  May  7  came  the  crowning  event  of  the  year,  when  our  class 
play,  “The  Man  of  the  Flour,”  was  presented  by  an  “All-Senior-Cast.”  This 
play,  because  of  its  difficult  lines  and  the  political  problem  involved,  is  seldom 
attempted  by  amateurs  and  we  are  justly  proud  of  our  success.  June  8  we 
listened  to  a  very  instructive  and  inspiring  bacalaureate  address.  June  11, 
class  day  under  the  pines  with  its  reminders  of  days  g’one  by.  June  12  we 
received  our  sheepskins  and  bade  farewell  to  our  happy  school  days. 

Time  will  not  permit  us  to  tell  of  the  many  lessons  in  scholarship  and 
conduct  we  have  learned  nor  of  the  high  moral  character  attained  by  the  class 
of  '24.  We  wish  merely  to  say  in  parting  that  we  are  a  class  of  normal  indi¬ 
viduals  determined  each  to  find  his  place  in  the  big  world  and  fill  it  to  the  best 
of  his  ability.

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FOOTBALL 


The  prospects  for  a  mighty  football  combination  looked  bright  from  the 
beeinninsr  of  the  season,  for  most  of  last  year's  veterans  were  back  in  school 
and  many  recruits  came  out  who  promised  to  make  good.  Later,  developments 
took  place  which  tended  to  put  a  crimp  in  Coach  Spruit's  smooth  working 
outfit,  among  the  worst  being  the  ineligibility  of  Kenneth  Livingstone,  star 
tackle,  and  several  other  promising  men. 

The  first  game  with  East  Jordan  was  reeled  off  with  almost  perfect  success 
ending  in  a  win  for  Traverse.  5-6.  Several  minor  defects  were  smoothed  over 
during  the  next  week  and  then  the  Big  Rapids  outfit,  a  team  which  had  a  high 
rating  the  previous  year,  came  to  the  “Heart  of  Nature's  Play  Ground”  and 
met  with  little  better  success  than  East  Jordan.  When  the  dust  cleared  away 
the  figures  stood  40-0.  with  the  big  end  of  the  score  carried  away  by  the  Black 
and  Gold. 

The  team  was  developing  into  a  very  light  but  fast  one.  Especially  on 
the  line  was  the  light  weight  evident;  every  team  in  the  big  eight  had  a  line 
which  outweighed  ours.  All  of  the  heavy  weights  on  the  squad  seemed  to  be 
unable  to  keep  up  in  their  studies  or  for  one  reason  or  another  were  dropped 
out.  In  Reynolds  and  Norris  we  had  two  of  the  best  punters  in  the  district  and 
Copeland’s  "educated  toe  could  put  the  ball  over  the  bar  whenever  a  few  points 
were  needed. 


On  October  20  the  triple  coached  Charlevoix  outfit  came  to  1  raverse.  It 
was  claimed  before  this  game  that  Charlevoix  was  hooked  to  win  the  Northern 
Michigan  hunting.  They  had  a  heavy,  powerful  eleven,  hut  the  Traverse 
featherweights  seemed  to  have  great  belief  in  the  slogan — “  1  lie  bigger  they 
are  the  harder  they  fall.” — and  they  fell  by  a  56-0  score. 

'The  game  on  the  following  week-end  proved  to  he  a  costly  one  for  the 
Traverse  City  corps.  The  Ludington  school  did  not  have  a  suitable  room  for 
visitors  to  dress  in  and  our  hoys  had  to  dress  in  the  cold  and  go  without  a 
shower.  It  was  a  rainy  day  and  the  field  was  marked  off  on  a  clay  baseball 
diamond.  This  proved  to  be  disastrous  for  us  for  our  center.  Hinshaw.  slipped 
and  wrenched  his  knee  so  badly  that  he  could  not  get  into  a  suit  again  for  two 
weeks.  There  were  several  other  minor  accidents  that  day,  but  we  came  out 
on  the  big  end  of  a  45-2  score. 

November  3  saw  the  Black  and  Gold  aggregation  in  uniform  at  Boyne 
City,  but  the  opposition  to  Cub  Spruit’s  clock  was  not  very  formidable  and  the 
game  closed  with  a  score  of  51-0  in  our  favor. 

Manistee  took  its  turn  the  following  week  and  the  Black  and  Gold  brought 
them  into  camp  with  a  26-0  score.

I  he  Northern  Michigan  championship  was  in 
the  balance  and  neither  team  had  been  beaten.  On  November  24.  one  of  the 
largest  crowds  ever  assembled  in  this  city  was  at  the  T.  C.  Athletic  park. 
The  people  were  amused  by  a  clown  band  which  put  on  several  stunts  before 
the  game  and  during  the  half.  The  game  was  started  off  with  a  bang  and  after 
the  kickofif.

Harvey  Norris  is  next  year's  captain, 
and  it  is  regretable  that  so  many  veterans  of  this  year's  team  will  be  gone. 
Among  those  expected  to  come  back  next  year  are.  H.  Norris  (Capt.).  W. 
Tompkins,  Ronald  Hinshaw,  Frank  Vrany,  Virgil  Glauch  and  Claire  Copeland. 

Too  much  credit  can  not  be  given  to  the  second  team  for  its  hard  work 
every  night,  making  the  first  team  better  and  getting  ready  for  next  year. 
There  is  a  promising  bunch  of  younger  players  for  next  season  and  this  same 
bunch  will  make  the  football  history  in  years  to  come.

These  men  were 
fast  players  and  accurate  shots  at  the  basket,  and  left  a  vacancy  on  the  team 
hard  to  fill. 

Babel  was  chosen  captain  to  replace  Reynolds  and  has  proven  many  times 
that  he  was  able  to  handle  the  job. 

The  first  game  of  the  season  was  with  Grand  Rapids  Union,  at  the  dedica¬ 
tion  ot  the  new  gym.  It  was  a  fast  and  hard  fought  battle  and  won  by  the 
Unionites. 

There  were  many  hard  fought  games  on  the  schedule.  Among  the  out¬ 
standing  ones  were:  Grand  Rapids  Union,  already  mentioned,  and  Manistee, 
at  whose  hands  Traverse  was  defeated  10  to  6.  This  was  probably  the  hardest 
fought  game  of  the  season.  Neither  team  seemed  to  be  accurate  at  shooting 
baskets,  but  Manistee  rallied  in  the  closing  minutes,  and  found  the  hoop  for  a 
pair  of  field  goals  which  left  the  Black  and  Gold  on  the  small  end  of  the  score. 


Both  Petoskey  games  were  real  thrillers  and  in  each  contest  the  game  was 
pulled  out  of  the  tire  by  a  basket  during  the  last  minute. 

Lowell,  a  team  from  the  southern  part  of  the  state,  was  booked  to  till  an 
open  date  and  they  proved  to  he  one  of  the  fastest  high  school  quintets  seen 
in  Traverse  Citv  during  the  season.  I  he  Black  and  Gold  players  decided 
earlv  that  this  game  was  to  be  theirs,  and  the  ball  seemed  to  take  a  delight  in 
rolling  through  the  hoop  for  us.  At  the  end  of  the  game  the  score  was  28  to  19, 
with  Traverse  carrying  off  the  honors. 

On  March  19th.  the  team  left  for  Mt.  Pleasant  to  take  part  in  the  tourna¬ 
ment.  There,  we  drew  into  the  semi-finals  to  play  Saginaw  Eastern.  The 
game  was  staged  late  at  night,  after  a  tiresome  day  which  left  the  players  in 
poor  condition.
